Several universities have offered 
• to waive tuition fees for acceptable 
students. 

The committee, set up at the re- 
quest of the Federal Immigration 
Department, will screen students, 
now lodged under the departments 
eare at a central hostel in Mont- 
real, and recommend them for ac- 



ceptance at various universities 
throughout Canada. 

There are now 100, students at 
the Montreal hostel. Another 400 
are expected to arrive this Spring. 

Rev. Maurice Bcauchamp of the 
University of Ottawa, chairman ol 
the committee, said In a statement 
that universities so far have offer- 
ed to waive tuition fees for 125 
students. He expects there will be 
enough offers of free tuition to 
accomodate many, but not all, of 
the expected 500. 



He appealed to individuals and 
groups for donations toward a tui- 
tion fund and also for offer; of 
room and board in centers where 
universities arc located. Offers 
should be addressed to the Hunga- 
rian Refugee Student Fund at 1162 
Saint Antoine St, Montreal. 

Rev. Bcauchamp said some of 
the students will be able to pay 
their own way. The Federal Gov- 
ernment is helping to find part- 
time work for the students.

I» fia» coma to our attention that: another student at this 
University has been expelled for' cheating (cribbing) during a 
regular examination. 

Besides deploring the fact that, this sort of thing does seem 
1o exist evén at the. university level where people are supposed 
to be more mature "than .mere kids, tKere Is a special aspect of 
e expulsion that must be emphasized. This expelled student 
v Is In the. unenviable position of a permanent outcast from 
ny university In the world. This- may sound strange, but this, 
n essence, is thé situation.. < 

A student can take part in all sorts of shenanigans and 
foolishness around his university, he may raid the women's 
dorms, and for all these things, he may be suspended. But 
the suspension In these cases never carries the stigma that ex- 
pulsion for cheating does. Invariably; the student whô get* into 
trouble with the authorities for horsing about, manages ultimately 
to get back Into school, once Ms sentence has been served. 

Witness the . case of the RVC raiders last spring. Their 
sontenees, although quite severe, allow their admittance back 
once the year is out. The\ aforementioned "cribber" -wilt never, 
under any circumstances, be permitted to return — neither here 
nor elsewhere. 

The point to be made is this: Although cheating during 
exams should never enter the student's mind, opportunities for 
fraud do arise. In view of the great penalty that Is always 
imoosed,'we would suggest that everyone thrust any such notions 
aside without second thought if only for the very practical reason 
that the chance of getting caught Is simply not worth taking. 

Cheating is just like speeding in an automobile. You risk 
your life ((the similarities are there I) when you do either.

The possession of capital endow- 
ment would be a 'potent force 
toward autonomy. 

Investment of these, funds 
would also mean that not merely 
would they not add to inflation- 
ary consumption Income pressure 
but would increase the supply 
of financial capital in a capital- 
hungry country. 

It would also seem desirable 
to make capital grants of . this 
sort to new universities more than 
merely to push the existing uni- 
versities to an unwieldy size. 

This proposal Is offered mere- 
ly tentatively and in hope it might 
give rise to fruitful discussion.
